YECTION 5A of the National Defense 

Act imposes upon the office of The 
Assistant Secretary of War two direct 
duties, both under the supervision of 
the Secretary. First, the responsibility 
for supervising the current Procurement 
Program of the War Department. Sec- 
ond, the preparing of a program for 
adequate mobilization cf industry to 
cover wartime procurement, 

The second duty prescribed is one of 
the most important and at the same time 
fascinating projects that can be con- 
ceived. The tremendous waste of money 
and materiel in the World War, due to 
an entire lack of adequate knowledge 
and orderly purchasing on the part of 
the Government resulted in an ex- 
treme of confusion in the Purchasing De- 
partments and the wastage of vast sums 
of money. One of the great lessons 
learned was that in a major emergency 
of the country when billions of dollars 
of materiel must be purchased, there 
must be prepared in advance a system 
whereby this materiel can be purchased 
in an orderly manner, and a knowledge 
of where and how it can be obtained is 
essential. 

Plan Being Prepared. 

passage of the National De- 
fense Act the office of The Assistant 
Secretary has been engaged continu- 
ously in preparing such a plan. The na- 
tion has been divided into 14 Procure- 
ment Districts and the seven Branches 
of Supply, to wit: The Quartermaster 
Corps, Ordnance Corps, Air Corps, Signal 
Corps, Medical Corps, Engineer Corps, 
and the Chemical Warfare Service have 
established their Procurement Branches 
under heads in the several districts, In- 
formation has been gathered as to the 
amount of materiel procurable for each 
of the Branches in each of the districts, 
contacts have been made with factories 
producing such materiel, or capable of 
producing it, allotments have been made 
and the work at the present time has 
progressed to a point so that should an 
emergency arise some 10,000 factories

HE Bureau of Navigation this week 

announced its policy in regard to the 
distribution of ensigns and lieutenants 
(j. g.) as follows: 

Newly graduated ensigns will be as- 
signed to large combatant ships in United 
States waters up to a limited percentage 
of ensign allowance or total officer al- 
lowance of these vessels. 

When classes are larger than can prop- 
erly provided for by the above, the ex- 
cess will be assigned to destroyers, tend- 
ers, and auxiliaries in United States 
waters, 

In view of the many variable factors 
that enter no unvarying policy as to 
time of retention of ensigns on board 
ships or rotations of duties can be im- 
posed or followed. 

Officers on their first seven years cruise 
will be on large combatant ships about

Joint Pay Board Drafting Principles 





XPANDED in personnel by the ad- 

dition of representatives of the 
Coast Guard, Public Health Service and 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Joint 
Service Pay Board met on Apr. 3. 

The new members of the board are: 
Asst. Surgeon C. C. Pierce and Surgeon 
L. R. Thompson, Public Health Service, 
Comdr. R. S. Patton and Lt. Comdr. H. 


A. Seram. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and Lt. Comdr. L. V. Kielhorn, Coast 
Guard. 


Following a general discussion of the 
tentative draft of basic principles on 
which the board will work, a decision 
was reached for an adjournment until 
Friday, Apr. 12. During the nine-day 
interim, the board members from each 
service will formulate the recommenda- 
tions for pay revisions from the stand- 
point of their own problems, adhering 
to the broad principles but deviating in 
such specific instances that may be nec- 
essary. 

To Submit Views. 

At the next session these different 
views will be submitted and the board 
will undertake the task of co-ordinating 
them and embodying them all in one 
set of recommendations. 

Whether the board will find it neces- 
sary to~take testimony, oral or written, 
will be determined after considerations 
of these different studies. In view of 
the short time at the board’s disposal 
it is hoped that it will be possible to 
reach an agreement and draft recommen- 
dations to be submitted, with sustaining 
data, to the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee in the event it is created. 

Broadly speaking, the principles 
adopted are right in line with those of 
the Naval Pay Board of last summer 
which went so exhaustively into the sub- 
ject of Navy Pay. Even the disputed 
point of “age in grade” was finally ac- 
cepted, in principle, by the conferees. 

The fundamental principles that gov- 
erned the Navy Board and will be sub- 
stantially the same for this board fol- 


low: 

(a) Compensation should be based fun- 
damentally on responsibility borne and 
service rendered. This being true, it fol-

lows that rank or grade (responsibility), 
with service therein (experience contrib- 
uting directly to efficiency) should gov- 
ern. 

(b) A base pay should be established for 
each rank, with an increment in each 
grade below flag rank, with some excep-

To Act on Sub Safety Device Report 





By M. H. McINTYRE 


‘OINCIDENT with the publication of 
the report of the Submarine Safety 
Board today, is the announcement that 
the Navy Department has worked out 
plans for practical tests of all the de- 
vices recommended by the board as of 
passable value in safeguarding life. 

While many of the recommendations 
are already being experimented with, 
some of them require considerable out- 
lay for the installation -of mechanical 
devices needed and it will probably be 
necessary to request a special appropria- 
tion for this purpose, 

Two Subs for Tests. 

It is planned to take two submarines, 
probably the S-19 and S-29, though that 
has not been definitely settled, and equip 
them with the mechanical devices the 
board considered worth trying out. Just 
how extensive the experiments will be 
will depend on funds available and on 
future consideration of the types of es- 
cape chamber, lifting eyes and other de- 
vices. 

Extensive tests have been made on 
submarine lights in actual operations 
with the result that the range lights give 
the best promise of successful results, 
even though on the smaller types that 





cannot be carried at the height required 

by the rules for surface ships. Blinkers 

and other types are also being tried out. 
Board Submits Report.

The following synopsis of the report 
of the board was made public by Sec- 
retary Adams. 

The undersigned, organized by you the 
latter part of June, 1928, submit below 
a report dealing finally with a part of the 
matters which we considered, namely, 
plans and ideas on submarine safety and 
salvage submitted from the time of the 
S-4 disaster to the present date by a large 
number of individuals. 

We began work on June 29, 1928, with 
four members; the fifth member, owing to 
absence abroad, was not available until 
Oct. 1, 1928. There were referred to us 
then and since and have been considered 
to date 8,304 letters dealing with 4,971 
plans and ideas. Many persons wrote to 
more than one official or submitted sev- 
eral letters to the Navy Department. All 
of these finally came before us. These 
4,971 plans and ideas had been divided

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Engineering Problems 


Of Navy Discussed

HE principal problem of the Bureau 
of Engineering is that of maintain- 
ing the machinery of the vessels of the 
fleet in a satisfactory condition with 
the funds available. Prior to the Limita- 
tion of Armaments Treaty, the average 
age of the vessels of the fleet remained 
the same, because we then had a build- 
ing program and each year new vessels 
were added to the fleet and a correspond< 
ing number of old vessels withdrawn, 
Now vessels of types not being replaced 
are progressively becoming older and 
more expensive to maintain. 
Funds for Fleet. 

It is the Bureau’s policy to apply as 
high a percentage as possible of its 
working appropriation directly to the 
fleet. This was 76 per cent in 1928, the 
remainder being applied to maintenance 
and imprevements of shore radio, to the 
industrial navy yards, nonindustrial sta- 
tions, tests and experiments and main- 
tenance of the engineering inspection 
service. 

The Bureau is directly concerned with 
the selection of the officer personnel as- 
signed to engineering duty, and its aim 
is to select the best officers for this 
duty for, as our ships grow older, the 
problems of care, maintenance and effi- 
cient operation of their machinery plants 
require increased, thorough and intelli- 
gent supervision. The results of this 
careful selection are to be found in the 
miles steamed per breakdown records, 
As an example, the light cruisers 
steamed 16,045 miles per breakdown in 
1925; 22,315 miles in 1927; and in 1928 
this figure was raised to 27,410. 

The Bureau keeps in touch with all 
new engineering developments, and is 
assisted in the testing of new practices 
or inventions by the Fuel Oil Testing 
Plant situated at Philadelphia, Pa.; the 
Engineering Experiment Station at 
Annapolis, Md., and the Naval Research 
Laboratory at Bellevue, Anacostia, D, C. 
Improvements are constantly being made 
in material and in the methods of 
handling the apparatus in practical use 
in the Fleet. Such improved methods 
are made available to the Service 
through the Bureau’s monthly Bulletin 
of Engineering Information, and the 
Manual of Engineering Instructions 
which publication is generally accepted 
as one of the most complete treatises 
on modern practical engineering in exe 
istence today.

This problem would be simplified, the 
Fiureau declares, if newly graduated ciasses 
were distributed, proportionately to the of- 
ficer allowances of ships, wherever sta- 
tioned. This, however, would not only have 
n detrimental effect on the efficiency of the 
officer personnel as a whole, but would in 
many cases seriously misplace young in- 
experienced officers. 

While the inclusion of a tour of engi- 
neering instruction during the junior oflfi- 
cer period is essential, the inclusion of a 
tour on deck is regarded as fundamental. 

The fact that some heads of communica- 
tion und engineering departments aboard 
large ships prefer not to have any of their 
junior officers assigned to battle stations 
vutside their departments, is held incor- 
rect in principle and prevents a rounded 
out training, or of a sufficient length of 
time on one station. 

In general, a new ensign should arrive 
en board ship in July, and should remain 
on stations assigned until the completion 
of the gunnery year. 

In view of the varying factors, it would 
seem that the distribution of ensigns on a 
battleship as regards classes should not 
cantemplate anything more unfavorable as 
to experience than: First year ensigns 
(new), 15; second year ensigns, 10; third 
year ensigns, 5. 

In considering the problem of distribu- 
tion and permanence of assignment, some 
of the many factors which cause modifica- 
tions of or deviations from any policy that 
may be laid down are briefly indicated 
as follows: 

(a) Variation in size of graduating 
Classes from 145 to 500. 

(b) The retention of ensigns and lieu- 
tenants, junior grade, on noncombatant 
ships for a maximum of one and two 
years, respectively. These must be re- 
lieved by others from combatant ships and 
must be fitted into other organizations at 
suitable opportunities. 

(c) The flow of junior officers to and 
from the Asiatic. This is materially af- 
tected by the availability of transportation 
as well as by their availability for de- 
tachment. 

(d) The assignment of officers to sub- 
marine and aviation training. The latter 
is altogether on request, and the former 
largely so. Ships spetially denuded re- 
quire replacements. These cannot be fore- 
seen. This also applies to post-graduate 
assignments. 

Ensigns and junior lieytenants are tem- 
porarily distributed for varying periods, 
approximately as follows: Naval Communi- 
«ation, Navy Department, 6; Naval Com- 
munications, 12th Naval District, 4; Train- 
ing stations, instruction enlisted candidates 
for Naval Academy, 6; coaching athletics, 
6; fleet training, short period, 4; hospitals, 
does not include those not detached from 
regular stations, 15; en route stations, 
15; total, 51. 

When the present first-class graduates, 
the ensigns in the Navy will be composed 
of classes which graduated numbers ap- 
proximately as foilows: 1927, 510; 1928, 
145; 1929, 210; total, 865. 

The following year the number will be: 
1928-145; 1929-210; 1930-375; total, 730. 
This variation in number assigned to line 
duty upon graduation necessitates mate- 
rial variation in their distribution and 
length of time on first duty. 

The pelicy of assigning newly grad- 
uated ensigns to large combatant ships 
is considered to be correct in principle. 
New graduates should be assigned at first 
to specified duties in a subordinate ca- 
pacity, in which they can by supervised by 
more experienced officers.

a flat percentage of the officer's total pay, 
the details to be set out in regulations 
promulgated by the Secretary of the Navy. 

(f) Officers on sea or overseas expedi- 
tionary duty should receive higher pay 
than those of corresponding rank on shore 
duty. 

g) It should not be a discretionary 
power of any executive officer of the Gov- 
ernment to lower the pay of any com- 
missioned or warrant officer except pur- 
suant to the sentence of a general court- 
martial. 

(h) The laws governing the percentage 
of pay an officer receives on retirement 
should remain as at present. 

(i) All retired officers employed on ac- 
tive duty in time of peace should receive 
the pay they would receive on the active 
list. 

(j) The compensation should be ade- 
quate to insure to an officer such material 
remuneration for a successful career in 
the naval service as is comparable with 
that of like success in civil life. 

(k) The coimpensation should be _ suffi- 
cient at all times to insure an officer more 
than bare living expenses and thereby en- 
able him to give his best thought to the 
interests of the service rather than to 
problems of existence. It should be suffi- 
cient to enable-an officer while represent- 
ing his country worthily at home and 
abroad, at some expense to himself prop- 
erly to provide for his family. 

(1) The compensation for flag rank 
should be commensurate with the dignity 
and responsibility of the position. Com- 
paratively. it should be as great, not in- 
ferior, to that paid the highest diplomatic 
officials of the Government, for our ad- 
mirals serving abroad are in the highest 
sense none other than our country’s am- 
bassadors, 

(m) The compensation of warrant offi- 
cers and commissioned warrant officers 
appointed after years of enlisted service 
whose further promotion is_ restricted, 
should be determined without regard to 
corresponding ranks of other commissioned 
officers. The highest compensation paid 
to a chief warrant officer should, how- 
ever, be comparable to that received by 
a lieutenant. 

(n) To avoid multiplicity of decisions, 
etc., the laws governing compensation of 
naval personnel should be drawn in ex- 
plicit language and should provide for a 
simple system of administration. 

(0) Additional pay for hazardous service 
such as aviation and submarine duty 
should be based on the hazard involved 
with a minimum and a maximum not de- 
pendent upon the fixed compensation for 
the grade. 

Gen. Malone Gives Views. 
In response to a request for his views, 


Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, states: 

First: The Army is insufficiently paid 
in comparison with the cost of living and 
in view of the lessened value of the dollar. 

Second: The conditions of service, par- 
ticularly as affecting officers have so 
changed since the World War as to ren- 
der the situation of those having families 
and not possessed of outside means one 
of hardship and constant financial diffi- 
culty. I refer in this connection to the 
vast number of officers who spend the 
greater part of their service outside of 
posts and in civilian communities, losing 
all the advantages of post life as to quar- 
ters, fuel, light and general living condi- 
tions and receiving an inadequate rental 
allowance, which in the majority of cases 
will not provide the shelter adequate to 
the position they occupy or their actual 
needs. This phase of life and the added 
financial burden imposed should be exam- 
ined and considered carefully. 

Flat pay is preferable to pay plus al- 
lowances. 

There should be greater difference in pay 
of grades, promotion in general causing 
an increase in pay, 

I favor the rates of pay recommended 
in the Naval Bill and recommend its adop- 
tion. 

Whatever is done, discriminatory and 
piece-meal legislation should be avoided. 
The basic principles of the present joint 
pay act only need remoulding to meet the 
change in the value of the dollar and to 
smooth out such inequalities as exist in it,

It is believed that this gasoline will 
make an excellent summer motor fuel. 

Another grade of gasoline, one of con- 
siderably higher volatility, is under con- 
sideration by the Federal Specifications 
Board, but final action is not to be ex- 
pected for some little time. 








POSTPONE CRUISER BIDS. 

The opening of bids for the construc- 
tion of two of the 15 cruisers authorized 
by Congress has been postponed from 
May 25, to June 5, according to announce- 
ments this week. 

The opening of the bids was postponed 
to give the builders more time. Estimates 
invited from Navy Yards for the con- 
struction of the three other light cruis- 
ers to be built during the first year of 
the three-year program will be return- 
able also on June 5. 





FIRINGS AT ABERDEEN. 

Aberdeen Proving Grounds (Special). 
—The program on the testing of chro- 
mium-plated barrels for small arms and 
machine guns is being continued, with 
indications that plating materially in- 
creases the life of the barrels. 

An extensive program for the test of 
recoil reducers and flash-hiders is un- 
der way, with a view to determining 
whether these devices increase the ease 
of handling and the accuracy of rifles 
and machine-guns. 





LENGTHEN ARMY DRESS COAT. 

It was learned this week that the dress 
coat—the braided one for junior officers 
and the double-breasted one for senior 
officers—will be lengthened to conform 
to the length of the Army service coat.

NAVY LINE BILL COST LESS 


In respect to the increased cost to 
the Government of the enactment of the 
Line Personnel Bill, H. R. 14039, the Bu- 
reau of Navigation has submitted the 
following: 

The data originally furnished by this 
Bureau, that the cost of the bill if en- 
acted in the spring of 1928 would be but 
$31,000 for the following three fiscal years, 
has been checked. Since one of those 
years has now, however, passed the in- 
creased cost involved by the enactment 
of the bill is now $31,000 for the next two 
fiscal years only, and thereafter a sub- 
stantial saving. The saving is due to the 
authorization, by the second sentence of 
Section 5, of the retirement of lieutenants 
over 45 years of age or 29 years of serve 
ice who fail on examination for promotion 
to lieutenant commander. The total sav- 
ing for each officer so retired is estimated 
at $10,000. 


PERMIT LEAVE FOR OFFICERS. 

With reference to leave before sepa- 
ration from the active list of the Navy, 
the Chief of the- Bureau of Navigation 
has directed that in all cases of sepa- 
ration under honorable conditions from 
the active list of the Navy, except for 
failure on examination, officers may be 
granted accrued leave up to but not 
in excess of two months; this pending 
final decision as to the granting of all 
accrued leave, 

In the case of retirements for physi- 
cal disability this leave will be granted 
without request by the officer. 
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To Hold Medical N. C. O. Exam. 

Under the provisions of paragraph 6, 
A. R. 615-15, the Surgeon General has 
designated Sept. 16-21, 1929, as the date 
of the next examination for promotion 
to Master Sergeant, Technical Sergeant 
and Staff Sergeant, Medical Department, 
Medical and Dental Service. 

Requests for admittance to the classes 
to be examined should forwarded from 
corps area headquarters or from inde- 
pendent stations not later than July 15. 

A list showing the names of approved 
candidates to be examined in the several 
corps areas, the stations at which the ex- 
aminations are to be held and the names 
of the medical officers who will constitute 
the various examining boards, should be 
mailed so as to reach the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office not later than Aug. 10. 

In the Philippine Department, Panama 
Canal Department, and Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, the Department Surgeon, will take 
final action, as heretofore, “for The Sur- 
geon General.” 

Intil names of those who qualify in 
these examinations are announced, the 
present eligible lists will govern in mak- 
ing promotions.

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STATUS OF LIEUTENANT GENERAL’S GRADE DISCUSSED. 


HERE has been considerable informal discussion lately in legislative and military 
parte as to the existence or nonexistence of the grade of Lieutenant General. 

Th pore announcement of the retirement of Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, Chief of 

eataaetn in that grade on August 7, has brought the subject to the fore. 

It is understood in the War Department that the grade of Lieutenant General 
the retired list has never been abolished. Legal authorities uphold this claim, 
re tin to the language of the Act of March 2, 1907, which states:

Divisions, Scouting Fleet, when the new commander, who will probably be one of 
the new admirals selected by the Board the first of June, takes over. 

Capt. J. N. Ferguson, now on duty at the Naval Academy, who was slated to 
command the Camden, will take command of Division 31 and Comdr. J. S. Woods, 
now inspector of ordnance, Naval Ammunition Depot, Iona Island, N. Y., will go 
to command the Camden. 





RESIGNATIONS IN MEDICAL DEPARTMENT CONTINUED. 
HE resignations among officers of the Medical Department are continuing at a 
very disturbing rate. During the past week three more were submitted, making 
a total of 12 since the first of the year. One of these was the case of an officer of 
the Medical Corps with over 17 years’ service, an outstanding specialist in his field 
of practice, and a type of officer whom the Army can iil afford to lose. 

The Surgeon General is wide awake to many of the causes behind these resig- 
nations. Many of them are directly attributable to the current shortage of Medical 
Department personnel, which of necessity is curtailing leave privileges, opportunities 
to keep abreast of the times by attendance at civilian clinics, and overwork with its 
resultant feeling of unsatisfactory accomplishment. 

It is known that the War Department is sympathetically disposed towards an 
increase in the Medical Department and that the existing conditions will soon be 
remedied by appropriate legislation. In the meantime The Surgcon General’s Office 
hopes that officers contemplating resignation will withhold same pending legislative 
relief in the way of mere personnel, a single factor which will go far towards mitigat- 
ing the present unrest. 





MAJOR FEGAN ASSIGNED TO DUTY AT PORT-AU-PRINCE. 

i" ARINE CORPS HEADQUARTERS will soon be without the services of its popu- 

lar “triple-threat” officer—Major Joseph C. Fegan. The Major, who has had 
supervision of athletics, recruiting and press relations, will leave for Haiti about 
April 16 to assume command of the Garde d’Haiti at Port-au-Prince with the 
grade of colonel. During the past few years, Maj. Fegan has been so closely identi- 
fied with activities at Marine Corps Headquarters that all questions for which there 
seemed no reply were referred to him. The Major, emulating the Northwest 
Mounted, always “got an answer” thereby winning the esteem of the questioner and 
the job of answering all riddles. 

Maj. Gen. Neville, the new Commandant, has decided that the three diverse func- 
tions amalgamated under Fegan, should be handled by separate officers so Col. J. S. 
Turrell will be in charge of recruiting, Maj. D. L. S. Brewster will supervise ath- 
letics and Capt. Jones H. Platt take over press activities. 





ADMIRAL CAMPBELL TO LEAVE J. A. G. POST SOON. 
REAR ADM. E. B. CAMPBELL will quit his post as Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy the last of this month and leave for his new duties in command of 
the Special Service Squadron, relieving Rear Adm. D. F. Sellers, who after being 
relieved will come direct to Washington to assume office as Judge Advocate. 

The relief will take place in Central American waters and pending Admiral 
Sellers’ arrival, Capt. F. B. Freyer will be acting Judge Advocate. The latter is 
slated for sea duty and will be relieved as Assistant Judge Advocate by Comdr. 
H. E. Knauss, formerly on duty in this office, but now under instruction at the 
Naval War College. 





SHIFT MADE IN ORDERS OF MARINE COLONELS 

WING to the illness of Col. R. C. Berkeley, which necessitated his detachment 

from the Second’ Brigade of Marines in Nicaragua, several changes have been 
made in orders recently issued. Col. R. Y. Rhea; now commanding Marine Barracks, 
Mare Island, will fill the vacancy in Nicaragua, his present duties to be assumed by 
Col. J. McE: Huey in July or August when he is relieved in Hawaii. Lt. Col. E. B. 
Miller, who has just been ordered to Washington, will be substituted in Col. Huey’s 
place in the assignment to the Army War College. 

Col. T. E. Backstrom, now in command of Marine Barracks, Washington, will 
sail on Apr. 15 to relieve Col. R. R. Wallace of his duties with the Second Brigade, 
Nicaragua, the latter coming to take Col. Backstrom’s post here. 

Lt. Col. C. B. Vogel has been ordered from the Judge Advocate General’s office 
here to duty with the Nicaraguan National Guard Detachment. 





QUARTERMASTER CORPS SERVICE IS PRAISED 
M*!: GEN. B. F. CHEATHAM, the Quartermaster General, takes just pride in 
a letter recently brought to his attention by its recipient, a Quartermaster 
Corps officer on duty at Ft.

In connection with Gen. Lejeune’s retirement there is naturally some discussion 
as to whom the vacancy in the major general’s grade will go. It seems virtually 
assured that Gen. Butler, the senior on the list, an outstanding figure and with an 
excellent record of service, will be named. 





SELECTION OF ADM. MORRIS’ SUCCESSOR IMMINENT. 
ANNOUNCEMENT of the selection of the successor of Rear Admiral Charles 
Morris as Paymaster General of the Navy is hourly expected. While some question 
was raised as to whether the appointment could be made “ad interim” it was decided 
that the selection could be tentatively made and approved by the President. Before 
Admiral Morris’ time expires on April 25, Congress will be in session and the ap- 
pointment can be affirmed. 

While a number of names, including those of Capt. T. W. Leutz and Capt. F. G. 
Pyne, are mentioned frequently as possibilities, it is understood that the Secretary 
has already reached a decision and that Capt. J. J. Cheatham, now in charge of the 
Naval Supply Station, Hampton Roads, is slated for the post. Capt. Cheatham is 
a brother of Maj. Gen. Cheatham, the Quartermaster General of the Army, and has 
made an enviable record during his long service. He is one of the senior captains 
of the corps and has many friends and supporters advocating his appointment. 





SON OF CONGRESSMAN JAMES NAMED FOR WEST POINT 
HE entering Class at West Point this July will probably have for one of its 
members the son of the next Chairman of the House Military Committee. An 
announcement of Academy candidates at the War Department this week indicated 
that Newell Charles James, son of Representative W. Frank James, of Michigan, 
had applied to qualify by certificate. ;

Letters to Editor 
DISCUSSES SERVICE PAY. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
HE Army and the Navy are to be con- 
gratulated that there is a service paper 
as devoted to the welfare and interest of 
their personnel as the Army and Navy 
Journal has been and will continue to be. 

However interested it is and however 
ready it is to fight our battles we should 
be willing each and all of us to do what 
we can to help ourselves. 

Congress has always been ready to meet 
our wishes if we ourselves make known 
to them exactly what it is we want done. 

If, however, we cannot as a family agree 
upon our needs it is hardly to 4« expected 
that Congress can he'p us. 

Upon one thing we are all in agreement 
and that is upon the statement that Service 
pay is wholly inadequate. 

Why not help the Journal as we are 
invited to do and through that loyal friend 
tell Congress, in detail, our troubles, 
brought about because we are trying to 
live on 35 per cent of the pay of 1908? 

It is earnestly recommended that Army 
wives write to the Journal—as they are, 
after all, the greatest sufferers, make the 
greatest sacrifices and can doubtless set 
forth many convincing arguments as to 
the necessity for a substantial increase in 
our compensation. 

In my own household it may be said that 
for the past 11 years there has always 
been a struggle to keep our heads above 
water. 

My wife is a careful, economical house- 
keeper and expert with her needle, but the 
struggle to keep four children properly 
fed and at least modestly dressed has re- 
sulted at last in broken health. She has 
never complained, but like the fine soldier 
she is has made the best of things—also she 
has made most of her own and the chil- 
dren's clothes and has done the house- 
work as well. 

Why not tell Congress we need the same 
percentage of increase in pay that they 
voted for their own service? 

It is not too much to ask, considering 
the present purchasing power of the dollar 
and the ability, education and efficiency 
required of Army and Navy officers. 

We are much too timid and backward in 
presenting our claims and I for one be- 
lieve our last pay board made a grave 
mistake in understating our needs and 
troubles. 

There is another way in which Service 
families can be helped if we can persuade 
commanding officers to give us their per- 
sonal help, and that is by insisting upon 
the reduction of profits in post exchanges 
and demanding that officers in charge of 
commissaries get on the job. 

Commissary officers are prone to let the 
family trade slide despite the fact that the 
Quartermaster General’s policy is to stock 
the commissaries with many items formerly 
carried only by post exchanges—thus mak- 
ing use of the enormous buying power of 
the Q. M. C. However, unless command- 
ing officers give their personal attention to 
this, experience shows mighty little 
change in the conduct of commissaries. 

Post Exchange Councils are constantly 
harping upon increased dividends with the 
result—high prices, large bills for fam- 
ilies and it may truthfully be said that 60 
per cent of the exchange business comes 
from officers and their families. 

Why large dividends now? The new 
ration if intelligently handled is ample and 
very little money is needed to add to the 
comforts of the men. 

Moreover, it has been shown time and 
again that low prices and quick turnover 
means an increase in sales volume, there- 
fore it pays to keep prices down. 

If commanding officers at large posts 
would personally interest themselves in 
these matters it would mean a substantial 
saving to every Army family residing on 
the post. 

Please let me thank the Journal on be- 
half of my family and myself for the 
courage and persistence it has displayed 
in acquainting Congress with our needs. 

We owe a debt of gratitude to the 
Journal and to Mr. O’Laughlin, the pub- 
lisher, which it will be difficult for us 
to meet.

T LAST, WE are assured of action which will lead to an improvement of pay 
conditions in the Services. The Joint Service Pay Board will collect the data 
which are to serve as the basis of Congressional action. Immediately after Congress 
convenes, Senator Reed, in the Senate, and Congressman James, in the House, will 
introduce identic resolutions for the creation of a Congressional Commission to make 
a thorough study of the operation and effect of the existing pay act. The Senate, 
having standing committees, will act through its Military Committee. The House 
Military Committee probably will not be organized; but under the House Rules all 
proposals for the creation of joint committees or commissions are referred to the 
House Rules Committee for consideration. Mr. James will press that committee to 
report his bill and also a rule to insure its consideration. 

It is high time there were action. The important thing for the Services is to be 
sure that all the facts reach the Commission. The Army and Navy Journal will aid 
the Departments in this respect. Help us to do so by sending us descriptions of your 
personal experiences, 

HERE IS NO intention on the part of Senator Reed and Mr. James—and this 

likewise is true of Senator Hale and Congressman Britten—to forget promotion 
reform for the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. Senator Reed will reintro- 
duce the bill which the Senate sent to Conference during the last Congress. That bill 
will be passed by the Senate, with perhaps some amendments which will make it 
The House can do nothing, for the reason that under

the “gentleman’s agreement” reached by the President with the 
leaders, the only committees of the Lower Chamber which will be organized are 
Rules, Appropriations, Agriculture and Ways and Means. The Military Committee, 
consequently, will not function unless—and pressure is being applied to effect it— 
complete committee authorization is arranged. The Naval and Marine Corps pro- 
motion bills are in the same situation as those for the Army. Unless the House 
Naval Committee is organized, they must remain quiescent until the regular session 
begins in December. 


E FORESEE a stormy time ahead for the leaders unless they provide work 

for the members of Congress not directly interested in the measures on the 
legislative program. The tariff will compel practically unanimous attendance, but 
the party lash will have to be applied vigorously to induce many members, who live 
in cities, to participate in the consideration of the Agricultural bill. There are 
numerous matters, besides those relating to efficient national defense, pressing for 
disposition. The members interested in them will be insistent upon their considera- 
tion; and such consideration would require appointment of all committees. 

Our concern, of course, lies with the need of action both in the matter of pay and 
promotion for the defense services. With regard to pay, the argument of a poor 
treasury cannot be advanced as a reason for failure to act. The enormous surplus 
on hand is its refutation. Everybody knows how notoriously underpaid are the men 
whose lives are dedicated to their country. We shall hope Mr. Hoover will change 
his mind, and that he will permit general legislation. 


(THROUGH THE SURVEY made by the Army and Navy Journal, the country and 

Congress know the basic principles of promotion reform which the Army re- 
gards as fair and wants. It is noteworthy in this connection that this Survey was 
quoted frequently in the sessions of the Army Conference Committee in denial of 
proposals which would or might have created new injustices. The value of this 
expression 1cpeatedly has been emphasized by members of the Senate and House, 
and by the Conferees. When the promotion question recurs again in the two Houses, 
we will call attention anew to the Survey and demand that its results be considered. 
We are assured they will be; but we are not relying on promises. We will be on the 
job in this matter; of that the Services may be assured. 


ONE IMPORTANT REFORM which will come out of the recent chapter in Army 
legislation will be a cessation of lobbying activities by certain men who claimed 


to represent the Army. It is known that Congressman James called this matter to 
the attention of the Secretary of War and Chief of Staff, and told them bluntly if 
they did not prevent such operations, Congress would do so. Secretary Good will 
not tolerate anything of this kind. Neither will General Summerall. So an order 
will be issued calling attention to the Army regulation in this matter and announc- 
ing it will be enforced. Of course, this will not estop an officer from appearing 
before a committee when invited, and the Committee will expect him freely to ex- 
press his views. But when the testimony shall have been delivered, the officer will 
be made to understand that his duty is concluded and that he is not to seek out mem- 
bers of Congress and pour his personal desires into their ears. It is regrettable 
that for the acts of a few the many should suffer, for the vast majority of the com- 
missioned personnel has no patience with such procedure. Congress knows this, 
and the action demanded is inspired by the purpose to protect those in Washington 
and out of it who attend to their duties and rely upon justice and fair play to give 
them a square deal. 


[THE POLICY of one term for Chiefs of Bureaus and Branches in the War Depart- 

ment now seems to be established as a result of the appointments of new Chiefs 
of Infantry arid of the Chemical Warfare Service made by President Hoover. 
Tremendous pressure was applied to the White House and the War Department to 
scrap this policy. It failed, and failed because of the conviction that through rota- 
tion the man below had a better chance to secure that recognition to which he is 
entitled. Secretary Good has announced that while he is in office there will be no 
reappointments. Of course, this decision is no reflection upon the men who occupy 
the important executive positions. All of them are able men, all of them achieved 
their advancement because of the fine records they had made, all of them have dis- 
charged their duties with judgment and fidelity. But the authorities properly take 
the view that their continuance would mean denial-of opportunity for other deserv- 
ing officers, and this, of course, cannot and should not be permitted.

Comdr. John L. Schaffer, U. S. N., class 
of 1908, U. S. N. A., died very suddenly 
of a heart attack at the Naval Dispensary, 
of the Navy Department in Washington, 
D. C., on March 28. He is survived by 
his widow, mother and brother. 

Commander Schaffer was attached to 
the Judge Advocate General’s Office of 
the Navy Department. He was born in 
Reading, Pa., March 29, 1886. During the 
war he served as navigator in the U. 8. 
S. Salem and since then has had duty in 
Washington and sea duty in China. ae 

Funeral services were held in Reading, 
Pa., on Monday, Apr. 1. 

A brother officer writes: 

“The sudden death of Comdr. Schaffer 
was a shock to his friends, for in the pass- 
ing of this splendid officer they feel in 
addition to their personal bereavement 
that the Navy has lost a valuable com- 
mander. He was reserved to a degrce, 
but those of us who were admitted to his 
personal friendship appreciated the 
sterling worth of the man, his high and 
fine principles, and the deep integrity of 
his character. He was a thinker and a 
worker, and his opinions were never de- 
livered until they had been carefully con- 
sidered and formulated. He was cool in 
times of danger, and his handling of the 
many situations which arose during his 
last sea duty in China was striking in its 
efficiency. In the autumn of 1926 during 
the uprisings against foreigners in the 
Upper Yangtze region Comdr. Schaffner 
not only saved the lives of the Americans 
but he rendered such striking service to 
the 3ritish community that they pre- 
sented him afterwards with a large silver 
plaque in recognition of his successful 
efforts in their behalf. His success in his 
relations with the Chinese was due 
largely to his qualities of fairness and 
firmness, qualities which the Chinese 
recognized and appreciated as did the for- 
eigners. His excellent legal training 
made him a valued member of the Judge 
Advocate General's office in Washington. 
But it is in connection with the Orient he 
loved so well that his friends will remem- 
ber him, and in remembering treasure 
their recollection of a quiet, sterling, 
faithful friend and companion.”

To Contest British Land Claim 


Commander Richard E. Byrd’s ex- 
ploration venture in the South Polar area 
has reached a point where the State De- 
partment has prepared a note contesting 
certain British claims in Antarctica. The 
note is expected to be forwarded to the 
British government soon, according to 
recent announcements, 

Geographic authorities in Washington 
consider the British claims in Antarctica 
to be on such a scale that practically all 
future discoveries which might be made 
in Antarctica would be subject to claim 
by Britain. 

The note to be sent by the State De- 
partment will be in answer to a note re- 
ceived from Great Britain to the effect 
that if Commander Byrd wished to land 
on British territory in making his ex- 
plorations Britain would be glad for him 
to do so, 

The American argument will consist 
of two parts, the first being that much 
of the area claimed by Britain originally 
was discovered in the name of the United 
States; the second, that Byrd, by means 
of his planes and other equipment, which 
earlier explorers did not have, is discov- 
ering and probably will continue to dis- 
cover hitherto unknown areas. 





TEMPORARY N. D. DETAILS CUT. 
HE practice of ordering officers not 
eligible for shore duty to temporary 

duty at the Navy Department for 
cryptanalysis and communication in- 
struction courses will be abolished, it 
was announced this week. In the fu- 
ture a limited number of officers eligible 
for shore duty will be ordered.to the 
Department for a period of one year, and 
during this year of. instruction they will 
be given a course in the two subjects.

Several Designs Submitted. 

Several designs for closed escape cham- 

bers have been submitted in which it is 


soucht to overcome the difficulty of guid- 
ing the chamber in its position over the 
hatch by having two or more travelling 
jackstays arranged about the hatch and 
reve through thimbles on the chamber. 
The jackstays could be made fast to the 
submarine by divers and then taken to the 
surface and threaded through the thim- 
bles. The danger of having these lines 
foul each other is sufficient to warrant the 
rejection of the scheme. A better plan has 
been presented in which the lower end of 
the chamber is finished off in a detachable 
inverted cone with a single hauling line at 
its apex. The hauling line is wound up 
on a reel operating in a fixed trunk in the 
boat down into which the chamber is 
drawn. The axle of the reel is carried 
through the stuffing box in, the wall of 
the trunk. The latter projects downward 
into the pressure hull of the boat for a 
distance of about three feet and is pro- 
vided with a hatch cover at its upper sur- 
face which is flush with the superstruc- 
ture, and one at the lower end. Arrange- 
ments for flooding the trunk and opening 
the upper hatch from the interior of the 
hoat are provided. In order that the serv- 
ices of divers may be dispensed with, the 
end of the hauling line must be carried to 
the surface by means of a float stowed in 
the trunk and released by unwinding the 
reel after the trunk is flooded. In our

Chief of Cavalry Lauds Troops 
THE Chief of Cavalry, Maj. Gen. H.

ing to warrant a trial, and we have so 
recommended. 

Many suggestions for rescue by means 
of an escape tube have been received. 
Some of them involve an arrangement by 
which one end of the tube Is secured to an 
opening in the foundered submarine and 
the other carried to an opening in a nearby 
submarine on the bottom. In others the 
tube is sent down from the surface and its 
lower end secured to an opening in the 
submerged submarine. In any case the 
tube must be at least 24 inches in diameter, 
and this calls for a strength to resist ex- 
ternal pressure that would bring the 
weight up to unmanageable proportions. 
It would of course be possible to inflate 
the tube to meet the external pressure at 
the bottom, but this would call for a tan- 
gential strength at the top that would still 
make the affair very heavy. In addition 
to this, moderate tidal currents and the 
movement of the rescue ship would make 
the long tube impracticable. 

Numerous suggestions have been re- 
ceived in which it is proposed to construct 
vessels especially designed with a view to 
rescuing a submerged submarine by hoi.t- 
ing it up to the surface. These suggestions 
usually call for two hulls with their long- 
itudinal axes parallel, secured together 
with overhead cross-girders, the distance 
between the hulls being wide enough to 
permit the submarine being hoisted be- 
tween them. Others contemplate a double- 
hulled single structure with a space be- 
tween the two parts of the hull. Vessels 
of the first type are not reasonably prac- 
ticable. Vessels of the second type have 
actually been built in Germany and France. 
The French have three, and one was 
turned over to England by Germany in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the Peace 
Treaty, but has since been scrapped by the 
former Government. Cenflicting reports 
have been received as to the usefulness of 
these vessels, but the opinion that we have 
gathered is an unfavorable one. 

To be useful even if practicable it would 
be necessary to build these ships large 
enough to lift the T and V classes of sub- 
marines. This would mean a displacement 
of 12,000 tons or more, with a cost between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000 each. At least six 
of them would be required in order that 
one would always be available near the 
various areas where submarine operations 
are being conducted. This would entail 
an initial expenditure of approaching $30,- 
000,000 with an additional? charge for main- 
tenance and depreciation of something 
like $2,000,000 a year. 

In a sheltered harbor such a ship might 
be useful in hoisting a submarine to the 
surface, as one of the conditions necessary 
to the operation would be an absence of 
pitching or rolling. This can scarcely ever 
be expected in unsheltered waters, and any 
such movement would: bring an unequal 
strain on the hoisting tackles that would 
part them one after the other. Among the 
suggestions received are severa! that pro- 
posed that only two hoisting tackles be 
used; this would avoid the difficulty of un- 
equal strains, but would impose on the de- 
sign of the submarine major conditions of 
weight and strength for this purpose alene. 
For the larger boats it would be entirely 
impracticable. 

In raising the S-51 and S-4 in the ab- 
sence of better means, the slow and labor- 
ious method of passing lifting slings under 
these boats was employed. This fact 
stimulated numerous inventors to propose 
other methods to enable the salvage force 
to hook on to the sunken boat. The em- 
ployment of magnets was _ frequently 
urged. In any case a lifting-magnet must 
be of considerable weight to serve the pur- 
pose, but where the contact between the 
magnet and the weight to be lifted is not 
close, the efficiency of the scheme becomes 
much reduced, and in the case of a sub- 
marine hull with its curved and often 
irregular surface, the contact can never be 
close and the weight of the magnet might 
equal the weight it is supposed to lift. 
These facts place this method outside of 
consideratian. Other schemes involve per- 
manent channels or pipes in which slings 
are kept ready. Besides the complication 
in structure and added weight, the inac- 
cessibility of the slings might lead to their 
deterioration. 

Lifting Eyes Urged, 

In our letter of Nov. 15, 1928, we recom- 
mended the installation of permanent lift- 
ing eyes on submarines. The idea is not a 
new one, having been employed on our 
earliest boats and later abandoned as their 
displacement increased. The disaster to 
the S-4 gave rise to a great number of 
suggestions that such lifting-eyes be fitted. 
Prior to our appointment the Navy Yard 
at Portsmouth had already designed a pad- 
eye which seemed promising. These pad- 
eyes were to be hold-fasts for each end of 
a pontoon capable of lifting 80 tons, that 
is, there was to be static strain of 46 tons 
on each pad-eye. If in actual test this de- 
vice would withstand a load of 160 tons 
it would be sufficient to take care of all 
probable loads that would he put upon it 











Can Send Mounts to G. S. S. 

Army Regulations made public this 
week—A. R.. 605-130—authorize trans- 
portation of the private mounts of 
mounted officers ordered to a two years’ 
course at the General Service Schools 
at Ft. Leavenworth. Previously, courses 
at the school were of one year’s dura- 
tion, and the general regulation was that 
the mounts would not be transported 
when the officer was ordered to duty 
as a student at a special service school.

in salvage. The Portsmouth Navy Yard 
pad-eye has been tested in practice and 
successfully withstood the operation of 
raising one end of the S-4 with a load of a 
90-ton pontoon, and in a simulated test to 
destruction at the Bureau of Standards, 
has survived a pull of much more than 
160 tons called for. 

The proposal to submerge a submarine 
alongside one that has foundered, make 
fast to it and then pump the ballast tanks 
of the former and by means of the buoy- 
ancy thus attained lift the foundered sub- 
marine to the surface, has been duly con- 
sidered. There are reasons why this is im- 
practicable, the first being the great dif- 
ficulty or impossibility of maneuvering the 
live submarine so that it be placed close 
alongside of the helpless one, Then, it 
must be remembered that a submarine 
under water has little stability so that 
when the lifting strain is put upon it, it 
would turn over. Finally, the reserve 
buoyancy of a submarine is only about 25 
per cent of its weight. If the other diffi- 
culties mentioned did not prevent, two sub- 
marines might be employed, one on either 
side, but the sum of their buoyant effect 
would not exceed 50 per cent of the weight 
of the other submarine. It might well 
happen that this would be sufficient, that 
is, that the helpless submarine had sev- 
eral compartments dry, but the other dif- 
ficulties, in our opinion, render the scheme 
impracticable, 

Diving suits have been constructed of 
metal in which the diver is enclosed under 
atmospheric pressure, while the external 
water pressure may be much higher than 
it is possible for a diver to withstand in 
the ordinary inflated diving suit. We con- 
clude they are limited in their operation to 
a point that make them impracticable for 
submarine rescue work. 

The newspaper accounts of the im- 
prisonment of six of the crew of the S-4 
gave rise to many suggestions whereby 
openings in the shell of a submerged sub- 
marine could be drilled by the rescuers. 
Two purposes are in mind in these sugges- 
tions, one to afford an inlet for the supply 
of fresh air, food and drinking water, and 
the other to afford a means for exit. The 
first is being taken care of by providing 
two tube inlets fitted with exterior and in- 
terior valves, besides regulations for stor- 
ing an emergency supply of food and 
water in each compartment. Soda lime or 
other chemicals for the absorption of car- 
bon dioxide is distributed throughout the 
ship which would be effective through a 
period of about four days, and the replace- 
ment of oxygen is provided for by a simi- 
lar distribution of this gas in tanks. Man- 
holes or hatches are already provided in 
all compartments except those enumerated 
in another paragraph, and these should be 
installed. 

Signals Suggested. 

The Bureau of Ordnance, after some 
years of study and experimentation, has 
perfected a signal bomb and the means of 
ejecting it from a submerged submarine 
that is very efficient. We are of the opin- 
ion that similar apparatus should also be 
installed in each end compartment. It has 
frequently been suggested in the com- 
munications received by the Navy Depart- 
ment that a warning bomb should be fired 
to the surface every time a submarine is 
about to emerge. A very valid objection is 
made to this suggestion by those experi- 
enced in the command of submarines, that 
the practice would not only decrease the 
vigilance of those on the surface, but those 
operating the submarines as well. They 
should only be used as recognition signals 
and for the purpose of indicating the pres- 
ence of a helpless submarine on _ the 
bottom. 

Seven hundred and six suggestions have 
been received in which it is proposed to 
install releasable marker buoys, the pri- 
mary function of which would be to ap- 
praise those on the surface of the location 
of the submarine. Many of them provide 
for an electric conductor from the subma- 
rine by which a light is maintained at the 
buoy. Others are to carry an air hose to 
the surface for the supply of fresh air. 
An air hose that would resist the external 
pressure at considerable depths must also 
be thick and heavy, and a buoy capable of 
carrying the weight would be large 
enough to encumber the boat unduly. It 
would of course be possible to use thin, 
light-weight hose, and send the air down 
with high enough pressure to prevent its 
collapse, but this would mean that the im- 
prisoned men would be kept under high 
pressure until released, a condition that 
should be avoided. Our recommendation 
involves buoys capable of carrying a light 
wire to the surface through which com- 
munication can be secured, while serving 
the purpose of a marker. Such buoys 
were installed on our submarines before 
the World War, but were removed during 
hostilities on the recommendation of sub-

marine commanders. It was feared that 
their accidental release when submerged 
might apprise the enemy of the location of 
the submarine. 

Rescue. 

In conclusion the following brief re- 
sume of the question of safety and salvage 
is submitted: 

All efforts possible should be made to- 
ward lessening of the danger of collision, 
explosion and such other mishaps as may 
lead to the accidental submersion of sub- 
marines. The principal remedy for faults 
in this respect will lie in the careful selec- 
tion and training of the personnel, al- 
though we believe that this has been car- 
ried to a high degree already. But no de- 
gree of selection and training will ever 
wholly eliminate the fallibility of those 
charged with the operation of submarines 
and other vessels. 

Furthermore, no method of construction 
or scheme for rescue or salvage will assure 
in all cases the rescue of the crew or the 
salvage of the boat. 

While the interest shown by the public 
in submitting thousands of suggestions 
and the study and research that was re- 
quired to estimate their value no doubt 
broadened our vision, we found only a few 
suggestions as presented that we recom- 
mended for consideration. 
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Industry Reserve Plans Told 
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factories of any consequence in the Na- 
tion. There is not sufficient demand to 
warrant makers of sporting rifles in es- 
tablishing plants to make ammunition and 
rifles, canon or shells, suitable for mili- 
tary purposes, 

A bill has been repeatedly introduced in 
Congress known as the Educational Or- 
ders Bill, which would permit the Ord- 
nance Department to place small orders 
each year with private manufacturers so 
that these manufacturers could have on 
hand the machinery necessary for the 
manufacture of ordnance materiel which 
would be required by the Department in 
event of a major emergency. Although 
the manufacturers are reluctant to accept 
such orders which would certainly result 
in no profit and in a possible loss, they are 
willing to cooperate with the War Depart- 
ment in the great cause of National De- 
fense to the extent of installing such ma- 
chinery and training their employes in 
the manufacture of such materiel. 

The very fact that there existed in the 

Tnited States such machinery outside of 
Government Arsenals would result in the 
Nation getting into quantity production 
several months sooner than could pos- 
sibly be done should we be compelled to 
start in converting machinery with the 
outbreak of war. Each day saved in 
getting into quantity production after the 
beginning of hostilities, means a reduction 
in the amount of war reserve necessary 
for an army of a million men and a con- 
sequent saving in the vast amount of ma- 
teriel which must be kept in such reserve 
in order to assure our Army with ade- 
quate weapons to fight and adequate am- 
munition to supply them. It is hoped 
that this bill will in time become a law and 
the great assistance which will be given 
to wartime procurement planning by the 
method proposed therein will become a 
fact. 
A delegated duty now in the office of the 
Assistant Secretary of War is that of the 
Organized Reserves and there is no one 
division of the office that requires as much 
time and thought as does the Organized 
Reserves. The problem of a citizen army 
prepared to enter the military service as 
an effective organization in time of war, 
is full of complexities and difficulties, yet 
the World War taught us the extreme 
necessity of having officers at least par- 
tially trained to command the citizen army 
called into being under the draft. 

The Reserve Corps is of comparatively 
fecent origin and was organized too late 
to be of much value during the World 
War. Since that time it has had a some- 
what checkered existence. Directly fol- 
lowing the armistice commissions were 
tiven freely to men who had had experi- 
pnee during the war, and for some years 
there was no requirement of training 
hecessary for an officer to continue to hold 
his commission, or to be promoted in the 
Reserve Corps. With the adoption in 1926 
of a definite program of training for the 
Tteserve Corps and the requirement of 300 
hours’ training for the five-year period the 
officer held his commission in order for a 
promotion, and the requirement of 200 hours’ 
training in order to hold the commission 
he previously held, definite progress was 
made toward an effective body of men to 
command troops in event of a major emer- 
gency and to furnish the technical offi- 
cers required. The requirements of this 
plan resulted and are resulting in a con- 
fiderable decrease in the number of officers 
holding active commissions in the Reserve 
Corps. Some 6,000 young men are coming 
into the Reserve Corps each year from the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps, while 
many thousands are passing to the unas- 
Bigned list due to their inability or un- 
willingness to take the training required 
for them. 

In my opinion, during the next five 
years the Reserve Corps will probably 
stabilize in number somewhere between 
Bixty and seventy thousand officers. There 
has for some time been a need in the War 
Department for a separate division or for 
a section of the general staff dealing ex- 
clusively with Reserve affairs. <A place 
where Reserve Officers may present their 
ideas in regard to the Reserve Corps, a 
body which will have knowledge of the 
requirements of the Corps as to budget 
allowances and in short, the concentration 
of the requirements of the Reserve Corps, 
together with responsibility for its suc- 
cess in the hands of a small body of men, 
which must necessarily be composed 
partly of. trained officers of the Regular 
Army, and of officers in the Reserve Corps 
peculiarly fitted for the work. The so- 
called Reserve Division Bill establishing 
such a body of men failed of passage in 
the recent Congress. It is my earnest 
hope that it will soon become a law. 

Meanwhile a distinct advance has been 
made in providing a personnel for the train- 
ing of the Reserve Officers during the 
summer months, in giving them a larger 
responsibility in the training of the Citi- 
zens Military Training Camps, a measure 
which met with violent opposition from a 
few officers, some within the Regular 
Army and some who were in the Reserve 
Corps itself, but who were apparently en- 
tirely ignorant of the necessity of per- 
sonnel in the training of a man who is 
expected to command troops in time of 
war. 

The only way that command and lead- 
ership, which are two of the essential 
qualities of any officer, can be developed, 
is through actual command of man. Our 
Cc. M. T. C. at the present time presents 
the only method of training such officers 
in command and leadership. For some 
years past individual Reserve Officers have 
been used successfully for this purpose, 
but during this year Reserve organizations 
will have charge of the training in the 
camps, under the direct supervision of 
officers of the Regular Army. I am sure 
jthat it will prove a success as it has in 
the past. 

There are many other duties which have 





Ordnance Notes 
Ammunition, 
22 Ammunition, A number of 
complaints have been received on several 
lots of caliber .22 long rifle ammunition 
manufactured by several of the commercial 
cartridge companies. These complaints 
are now under investigation. 

Caliber .276 Ammunition. The production 
of caliber .276 ammunition at Frankford 
Arsenal is being continued and a sufficient 
quantity has been manufactured to meet all 
preliminary demands. A sufficient quantity 
has been shipped abroad to foreign com- 
petitors who desire to enter a weapon in 
the competitive test of semi-automatic 
rifles to be held at Springfield Armory on 
or about July 1, 1929. 


Caliber 


Caliber .30 Ammunition. Frankford Ar- 
senal has completed the experimental tests 
in the development of caliber .30 National, 
International and Palma Match ammuni- 
tion. The samples presented by the Ar- 
senal were tested by the Ammunition 
Board on March 7 and 8 at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground and very satisfactory re- 
sults were obtained. 

The ammunition to be used in the Na- 
tional Matches will have a velocity about 
the same as that used in the 1925 National 
Match type and so far in all competitive 
firings the National Match type of 1929 has 
given better results than the 1925 type. 

The ammunition selected for the Inter- 
national Matches is of about the same ac- 
curacy as that used last year and in tests 
to date gives very uniform results, 

The Ammunition Board has not made a 
decision on the selection of the type for 
the Palma Matches but a meeting will be 
held on April 6 for this purpose. The de- 
lay in the decision is due to the fact that 
the winning lot of National Match ammuni- 
tion has so far given better results at 1,000 
yards than any of the samples produced 
for the Palma Matches. 


Caliber .45 Ammunition. The Ammuni- 
tion Board also selected a lot of caliber 
.45 ammunition to be used in this year’s 
National Matches and the groups obtained 
in the official firings surpassed the results 
of previous years, so that a highly satis- 
factory ammunition of the caliber .45 type 
is assured for this year’s Matches. 

Caliber .50 Ammunition. Improved types 
of caliber .50 ball and armor piercing am- 
munition are-now under test at the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground. ; 

Pistols. 

Caliber .45 pistols for the National 
Matches are being selected and targeted be- 
fore shipping to Camp Perry, 

ifles. 

The production of caliber .30 National 
Match rifles is progressing satisfactorily at 
Springfield Armory. These rifles will be 
equipped with the pistol grip stock and it 
is believed they will be highly satisfactory 
to the shooters, A sufficient quantity is be- 
ing manufactured to provide for the needs 
not only of the Matches, but also of all the 
teams authorized to draw or purchase these 
weapons for preliminary training. 

Machine Guns. 

A conference was held in the Office of 
the Chief of Ordnance on March 11 with 
representatives of Colt’s Patent Fire Arms 
Mfg. Company for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the modifications desired in the caliber 
30 aircraft machine gun, T-2. The Colt 
Company is prepared to undertake these 
modifications and expects to return the ma- 
chine guns for further test on or about 


May 15. 
Chromium Plating. 

Chromium plating of rifle and machine 
gun barrels is being continued at Frank- 
ford Arsenal and efforts are being made to 
complete this project at an early date. 
Firings from chromium plated machine gun 
barrels are still under way at the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground and_ Springfield 
Armory. If satisfactory results are ob- 
tained with barrels chromium plated on a 
production basis, it is probable that a small 
plant will be installed at Springfield Armory 
for this type of work. 





Navy Engineering Discussed 
(Continued from First Page) 
activity. The rapid development of the 
radio during the past three years has 
been marked, and the assistance ren- 
dered by the technical experts of the 
Naval Research Laboratory has enabled 
the Bureau not only to keep pace with, 
but also to contribute much valuable 
data which has helped to make this rapid 

development possible. 

The Bureau is at work at present on 
the specifications for the new 10,000-ton 
cruisers authorized by the last Congress. 
The contracts for the first five of these 
will be awarded sometime during the 
coming summer. 





RESTORE U. S. S. CONSTITUTION. 

The U. S. S. Constitution, now un- 
dergoing complete restoration at the 
Boston Navy Yard, is approximately 55 
per cent finished, much of her hull and 
deck work is completed and the end 
of the year will see her very nearly 
ready for sea again, Rear Adm. Philip 
Andrews, commandant of the First Na- 
val District, Boston, reported recently.
